Our moſt Holy Religion 1s alſo pure and un- 
defiled: The vilible Solemmity of its moſt 
Spiritual Offices in Publick Worſhip, was hcre 
frequently ercouraged, never reproved, but 
only Mens reſting in that alone. *Tis true, 
ary Bw reality, all Ceremony 1s Hypocriie : 
but with reality, a well-moderated Ceremon 
is the Ornament of Devotion, as inward At- 
fe&tion 1s the Lite of it. 


Thus alſo our Saviour ſays, Wo to you, Scribes, . 
and Phariſees, Hypocrites ; For ye pay Tithe of 


Mint, and Aniſe, and Cumin. The Curſe 1s 
not levelled againſt their moſt punctual obſcr- 
vance of theſe ſmall things; but their neg- 
lecting the Great. He adds, Theſe things ye 


eught to have done, yet not to leave the other un- 


'| -done : that 1s, tro have done them both, but 
not boch with an cqual Zeal, and Application. 
\ The exception 1s made againſt Mens pleading 


their carneſtneſs, and exactneſs in things of Icls 
moment, for their excuſe, tor their praiſe, 
when they omitted the weightier things of the 
Lan, Fudzment, Mercy, andy Faith.

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Thus hkewiſe our Lord repcats and con- 
firms what God, by the Prophet, had ſaid 


betore ; I will have Mercy, and not Sacrifice. 


#.6.6. nd not Sacrifice ! What 'will not God ac- 


cept of Sacrifice ? Did not he preſcribe to the 
Zews every part, and circumſtance of their 
Sacrifices ? And docs he not now expect: 
from us, not only a Spiritual, but a Bodily 
Worſhip to ſacceed in their ptace ? Does he 
require Mcicy, and deſpiſe Worſhip ? No ; 
He only retuſcs that Worſhip, where Mercy 
is wanting : When Rcligion 1s made the pre- 
tence, or cover of Rapine,: Cruelty, or Sa- 
crilege : When cither the obſervance, or for- 
bearance of ſome particular Temporary Inſti- 
tutions of 1t 1s made deſtructive to the great 
Law of Charity ; which is of Univerſal, and 
Eternal Obligation. 

And by this Meaſure we are to Interpret 
my Text. Not every one that ſays unto me 
Lord : Why call ye me Lord ? What could be 
their offence in ſo ſaying, and ſo calling him ? 
Were they not all bound to call him ſo? 
Does not our Lord himfclt ; who Loved, and 
practiſed Pronuſing, and Blefling far more 
than Threatning, and Curſing ; Yet, Does 
not h: threaten, that he will leave them under 
the moſt heavygCurſe, who ſhall deny him,

when he ſhall come in his. own Glory, and in his

It cannot thceretore be the Profcfling of 
Chriſtianity, but the bare Profeſling it, and 
Mens Contradicting that Profeſſion in their 
Works, that 1s here cenſur'd. Our Saytour 
regards not our calling um Lord, except we 
will ſubmut to his Dominion ; commands us 
not to give him that Majcſtick Title in empty 
Compliment, but to obey his Authority as 
our Lord ; not by calling our ſelves Chriſtians, 
his holy and clc& Children, and yer living 
unſuitable, ungodly Lives, to diſcredit his 
Faith : but to undergo the great Obligations 
ot Chriſtians ; and ſo to let his Faith have the 
Credit, as moſt certainly it has'in it ſelf the 
Power, of amending our Lives. 

For he wiſcly, and divincly forciaw, that 
more Diſhonour was like to redound to his 
excellent Religion, by the wicked, and vicious 
Practiſcs of its counterteit Fricnds, 'than from 
all the moſt malicious Objections of its open, 
and declared Enemies. We know, the Go- 
ſpel irrefiftibly preyatted of old, above the 
Jewiſh Shadows, and Traditions, againſt the 
Heathen Wiſdom and Empire. And ſtill we 
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need not fear what the Fewiſh, or Heathen, or 
Mahometan World could do, or deviſe a- 
gainſt the Power of Godlineſs ; 1f there were 
more Power of Godlineſs inthe Chriſtian World. 
Chriſtianity 1s for ever invincible from with- 
our : Ir 1s only in danger from within, of be- 
ing weaken'd, and undermined by the Loof- 
neſs and Treachery of its own Mcmbers. 

Alas! has not the Chriſtian Church always 
run: the greateſt Hazards from Men, who pre- 
cend to 1ts Communion; from the Diflentions, 
the Amumoſities, the Schiſms, the corrupt O- 
pimons, and Converſations of Chriſtians ? As 
Chriſt himſelf was betraid by one, who dip't 
with him in the ſame Diſh, who 4ifed him, 
and called him Lord and Maſter. 

Wherctfore to forewarn us of this, was ns 
che! intention in this, and other- the like Scri- 
pturcs, ſo that from his queſtioning them, Why 
they call'd him Lord, and did not what he ſaid. 
We arc only to learn, which of theſe he pre- 
fer'd before the other; not to conclude that 
he rexe&ted the other. Our calling him Lord, 
our dutiful acknowledging of his Faith, he did 
never reject, but always require. We are 0- 


bliged ro call him Lord, 1t we believe him to - 


be ſo. We muſt bear, and appear to others 
to bear his Crofs, if we will haye any ſhare in

And- may we not hence, in paſſing, recol-. 
lect, that if our gracious and mercitul Lord 


Iimſelf did fo ſeverely reprove all thoſe Pro- 
feflors of his Faith, who, though they readily 


called him Lord, and ranked themſelves in the : 
Number of his Diſciples ; yet went not on to - 
live, and act, as became that Holy Profeſſion, .

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What Opinion then mnit our Saviour have, 
what Judgment will he paſs at the laſt Day, on 
all thoſe his ſeeming Followers, who go not 
ſo far in the Ways of God, and Goodndſs, as 
they did, whom he ſo ſharply here reprehend- 
ed, and, in a manner, rejcctcd ? It he Curſed 
the Fig-Trec, that bore no Fruit, and Con-

What Condemnation mutſt they 
deſerve, who come ſhort in that very Duty, 
which, at beſt, by 1t ſelf, comes ſhort of Salva- 
tion ? except it be accompanied with our doing 


the Will of our Heavenly Father. 


And what 1s this Will of God to be done by 
us ? You have hcard, it is the ſame with the 


things our Saviour has ſaid. That 1s, in ſhore, Ir 


1s the pertect Rule preſcribed us in his Word, 
CONCerning 
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concerning our Bchaviour towards God, our 
Selves, and 'other Men ; comprehending all 
his'Preceprs of Manners and Picty ; thoſe new 
Evangelical Commands, which he himſelf in-
